luxuries of life and it was not strange to 
our rt porter that the faces of the ie men 
should appear a little happier or that 
the'r voici3 should sound more cheery 
e • they said, "the pay cut is here." 


There are six pay cats that arrive in 
the city ou so many dififerent days dur- 
ing the month: 
the Muncie, Lake 
bhore, Niijkel Fiate^ Grand Rapids, Wa- 
bash and t ilt iburg, and ea3h one leaves 
its quota cf wealth amoDgst its employes. 
The Fitriburg, or the Pennsylvania com- 
pany rather, )s the leader of the list and 
it distributes among its over 1,100 em- 
ployes the megniiic mt sum of $100,000 
in this citv, followed by the Wabash 
with S25.(JL3, the Nickel Plate vith $19,- 
C30 and the M.uucle, Lake Bhore and 
Grand Kapids with leE-^er amounts.

A representative of the 
bank mests the oar at the station and 
exchanges the money for the check. 
There is always three or four meu be- 
sides the tram crew on the car. 
The 
paymaster and his assistants go heavily 
aimed, and it would be a hard matter 
lor anybody to rob the car. The car 
stopj at all stations along the line, and 
the employes in the immediate vicinity 
are supposed to be on hand to receive 
their money. The paymaster counta the 
money out before them and the men sign 
the roll in his presence."

Death of the Tenerable Banker and 
Philanthropist This Morningr at 
His Washington Home. 


QaeeD Esther will be largely attended 


WASHINGTON, F e b . 2 4 . — W . 
W . 
C o r - 
coran died at 6:30 this morning. 
He 
was born in Georgetown, S. C., Decem- 
ber 27, 1788, his father being a native of 
Ireland, who removed to Georgetown in 
1787, and was for many years mayoj of 
the town. 
It is as a public benefactor 
and philanthropist that Mr. Corcoran is 
best known. 
His benefactions are of 
long standing. 
In 18á7 he purchased 
the site of the Oak Hill cemetery, 
Georgetown, and expended about $120,- 
000 in improving and presented the 
cemetery to hia native town. 
The Cor- 
coraú'gallery of art he established in 
1857, spending about ^300,000 in fitting 
it up and in addition, establishing an 
endowment fimd of nearly a million dol- 
lars for its benefit. 


Another is the Louise home, which he 
founded in memory of his wife. It is 
intended for aged women of refinement 
and education, who by reverses of for- 
tune have been reduced from affluence to 
poverty. 
This 
building 
cost 
about 
$200,000 and has an endowment fund in 
addition of about $200,000. 
Mr. Cor- 
coran has also made large and valuable 
gifts to the Washington Orphan a?ylum, 
Columbian university and many institu- 
tions in the south. 
He gave $100,000 to 
the church of Ascension in this city. 
To the university of Virginia he has 
made gifts amounting to about $200,- 
000, besides a library of about 400 vol- 
umes.

KANSASJEADS 


In Winter Wheat and if the Grasshop- 
pars Keep Away Everything 
Will be Lovely. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 24.—The 
Northwestern 
Miller yesterday publish- 
ed a review of the condition of the win- 
ter wheat crop. 
The prospects now are 
that there is an entire difference in the 
coming out of early and late sown wheat 
and this season this will cut a much 
more important figure in the crop than 
usual, for the reason that a very large 
percenta,^« of the crop wes sown late. 
From the region south of the Ohio, the 
reports are generally favorable, Texas 
crops being in the best condition. 


West of New York, where they have 
had a general thaw, we still find consid- 
erable snow on the wheat and so far 
there are no complaints as to the condi- 
tion of the crop. 
This area, composing 
Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and Ohio, 
yielded in 1887, in round numbers, 132,- 
000,000. 


Beports from these states bring out, 
very forcibly, this fact: That the late 
sown wheat to-day is in a weakly condi- 
tion. 


It looks to day es if the condition of 
wheat in Kansas was better than in any 
other winter wheat state in the belt.

"UNCLE TOM'S CABIN'' AS IT IS. 


Funeral of an Old Slave Attended by the 
Master of Ante-P3llnm Days. 


GLASGOW, Ky., Feb. 24.—The attach- 
ment of the master to his old slaves, and 
of the fidelity of the latter to their form- 
er master, even since their emancipa- 
tion, is well illustrated in the case of an 
old family colored servant of Judge Jo- 
seph Lewis, of this place, one of the 
bravest of Confederate generals, and 
now one of the judges of the court of 
appeals. 
One 
of 
his 
slaves 
be- 
fore the war was a deaf and dumb negro 
called, "Black George," but oftener by 
the the simple appellation of 
"Dum- 
my." 


Since his freedom he has remained a 
servant in General (now Judge) Lewis' 
family, and no iudncembut could have 
ma le him leave them. 
On the other 
hand, the family have been extremely 
kind to him, and he manifested his ap- 
preciation of it by the most faithful de- 
votion to them. 
He could neither hear 
nor speak from his birth, but all of his 
other senses were greatly quickened. 
Scarcely anything ever happened in 
town that he did not in some unknown 
manner become aware of it, and if a 
death occurred he was one of the first to 
know of it and go straight to the house 
of the deceased person. 


"Dummy" was taken down with pneu- 
monia last week, and notwithstanding 
he was given the best medical attention 
and care, died Monday morning. 
To a 
northerner his funeral yesterday would 
have doubtless caused surprise. 
Three 
carriages next to the hearse contained 
some of the first families of the town, 
those of General Lewis, his sister's, 
and his son's, which were followed 
by a long procession of colored peo- 
ple. 
This respect is often shown 
liere by the white people to 
their 
old slaves. 
Many of the latter are to- 
day subsisting upon the charity of their 
old masters or their master's families. 
They constantly seek them for advice 
and help, which is given them, and 
when they die are not only followed to 
the grave by their white friends, but the 
latter not uncommonly defray their bur- 
ial expenses. 
The same white people 
were nearly all of them "rebels" during 
the war.

Judge Sage Refuses to Have the Sick 
Man Taken From the Jail to 
H-s Home.

furniture, fencing, railway work, sheds, 
signal boxes, telegraph poles, etc. In 
France there has recently come into 
use hollow-ii'on window frames and 
doors, which are said to be light and 
strong and of far greater durability 
than could ever be assumed of wood. 
There is no reason, too, it in thought, 
why corrugated barrels of iron or steel 
should not be used for liquors, since 
milk and preserved fruits and other ar- 
ticles are kept in cans. Steel is finding 
much favor among carriage builders, 
but there is still much prejudice 
against the metal being used in the 
manufacture of furniture.

A BILL has been introduced in the 
United States Senate designed to put 
a stop to the importation of adiilterated 
food, drinks, and drugs, as also the r 
domestic manufacture and sale in all 
places under the jurisdie.tiou of the 
United states, that is to say, "within 
the District of Columbia, or in any of 
the Territories, or in any fort, arsenal, 
dockyard, or reservation, or otlier place 
tinder the jurisdiction of the United 
SJtates." The bill provides for the es- 
tablishment of a "bureau with a chem- 
ical laboratory, to be known as the 
Bureau on Adulteration," to t)e rxm at 
an expense not exceeding $.")0,iH)0 a 
year. Section 3 of the bill provides 
follows : 
That it shall be the duty of all collectors of 
•uitoniB.ithrough the appraiser« or oth«r proper 
offloers, to cause examinations to be made of 
articles of food or drugs offered for importation 
which may apjiear to be, or which such collect» 
or, appraiser, or other officer may haTe reason- 
able grounds tj believ.j, aro adultara'.od, and if 
on examination of any article of fowd or dmigs 
imported Irom any foreign country It is found 
to b* adulterated witniu ttiu meaning of this 
act, a return to that eturct siiall be mad* upon 
the invoice, and the article or articles so noted 
shall not be permitted to pass the cQSton 
house, or to be delivore 1 to the conelgn««, un- 
less on re-examination, as provided for in this 
act, it shall be found that the said articl« or 
articles are not adult« l ated. Tiie Secretary of 
the Treasury is authorised to appoint at each 
sf Buoh ports of entry as he may det-m nec*3- 
^ary an expert cheinist, whose duty it shall b* 
to aid in the inspections aud examinatton* 
qnired by this suction.

COUBINÁTION. 


Bestriction of the Outpnt at Pittsburg 
—The Total Stock 1,000,- 
000 Kegs. 


PiTTSBiTRO, Pa., Feb. 23.—The effect 
of the great nail combination in the east 
•s becoming perceptable in this district. 
Zng & Co. are not making nails at pre- 
sent. It was reported yesterday that 
Ohees, Cook & Co. and the ^tna iron 
and steel works at New Castle propose to 
shut down in order to maintain prices, 
which are now 81.90 and 2 per cent. off. 


Jones & Laughim have shipped now 
about 40.000 kegs this year to their 
Cnicago warehouse from this citj to find 
a market for their products. Pittsburg 
possesses an immunity from all outside 
competetion. The price is so low here 
it prevents either factories in the eastern 
part of the state or at \7heeling from 
shipping into this market. The estimat- 
ed stock throughout the country is near- 
ly 1,000,000 kegs, of which the eastern 
association has 650,000 and the western 
340,000 kegs. The western association 
has in it twenty-two factories, but two 
of these are not making nails and have 
not for some time.

Natnral Love ef the SwIm. 


The relations in which Swiss pcoplf 
stand to their Gemeinde and to tlieii 
family determines their conduct to a 
very remarkable degree. Whitherso» 
ever they go in the world, whatever 00» 
cupation they engage in, they nev« 
lose that tie of interest, as well as of 
sympathy, which binds them to their 
birthplace. It is there, if the worst 
comes to the worst, that they have the 
rights of maintenance. It is there that 
when they die, they can reckon on some 
scrap or shread of the fields beloved in 
boyhood. 
Consequently, they only 
emigrate for a season, with the object 
of amassing capital. Consequently, 
after running adventures in all parts of 
Europe, they most frequently marry a 
woman of their own village. The Swiss 
rarely become colonists in our Anglo- 
Saxon sense of the word. They rarely 
build up large fortunes in foreign 
countries. What they want to do is to 
make money and come back better off 
than their neighbors who stayed at 
home. They are modest in all their de- 
sires, for a moderate amount of wealth 
places them in a superior position 
among their kindred. Such being their 
scheme of conduct, they naturally pre- 
fer to take a home-bred girl to wifa 
She will appreciate the goods of for- 
tune they have won; she will not be 
above the service demanded from a 
housekeeper. She will inherit some- 
thing to be added to her husband's 
property. With more of ease and com- 
fort than they enjoyed in boyhood, they 
look forward to renewing the old round 
of homely joys and duties. This abne- 
gation of vulgar ambitions, this piety 
for the past, this contentment with the 
solid things of the world, domand our 
respect. The social institutions of tho 
commune and the family, as they aro 
framed in Switzerland, contribute 
largely to the state of things I have de- 
scribed. We must also make allow- 
ance for the sen.se of personal dignity, 
inalienable from a Swiss burgher, who 
in his own place has no superior, and 
who is eligible to the highest political 
offices of his national governmout But 
I am fain to imagine that, over and 
above all these considerations, the ro- 
mance of the Swiss mountains has 
something to do in creating this attach- 
ment of their people to its soiL—/Soci- 
Miu 
liTaarwinp.

The blank in the history of the fa- 
I mons Houston has at last b^en filled up. 


It will be remembered that after living 
; for some time among the Cherokee In- 
I dians, and fighting in th« war of 1812, 
j he settled in Tennessee, began to prac* 
! tice law, was twice elected to Congress, 
and in 1827 was elected (xovernor of 
Tennessee, and in January, 1829, be 
was married to the belle of Tennessee, 
and in less than two months after his 
marriage he suddenly resigned the 
Governorship, deserted his wife and 
home, and disappeared. 
This created 
an intense sensation throughout the 
country, as Houston was regarded as 
i the most promising man in the South. 
The cause of Houston's resignation ol 
the Governorship; his desertion of his 
, bride, and his abandonment of the path 
of civilization has always been a mys- 
tery. 
He never revealed it In'mself to 
his civilized 
friends. A staff corre- 
spondent of the S t Louis 
Eejiublican, 
sent to Tahlequah, L T., to write up 
thn Indian troubles, obtained from un- 
doubted authority facts that clear up 
this mystery. 


When Houston resigned the Gover- 
norship he made straight from Tennes- 
Bee's capital to the Arkansas River. 
He fell in with a band of Osage Indians 
near the present site of Fort Gibson, 
told them he desired to live with the 
tribe, and he was 
welcomed. He 
donned a breech-clout and 
blanket, 
tihaved his head to the crown, and 
daubed his face with paint. 
He cut 
himself olF entirely from civilization 
and lived with the Indians. 


For a time he was a leader, and mar- 
ried an Indian girl, but afterward he 
became a drunkard. 
W^hile under the 
infiuence of whisky he told the story of 
his fiight from Tennessee to John Jor 
ley, an Indian companion. 
Jorley told 
it to Wolf Star, and from the latter the 
correspondent got it. 


Houston's wife married him to please 
her parents. 
She had been previously 
engaged to a young man in Nashville, 
but, under parental influence, broke otl 
the engagement and accepted Houston's 
oflFerof marriage, and. in view of his 
prospects, it was thought she had made 
a brilliant match. 
He loved the young 
woman and was made to believe that 
she returned his atfection. 
Houston 
had no knowledge of the previous en- 
gagement, and his wife managed to 
maintain outward cheerfulness for soiue 
time. 
He returned home one night 
about 11 o'clock, and his wife was in 
bed and she was weeping. 
The hus- 
b a n d was solicit'»us and the wife fret 
fuL 
He asked what caused her tears, 
and she gave no satisfactory answer. 
He importuned her, and at last she told 
him. 


She said she was a bad. wicked wo- 
man; that she did not love her husband, 
but loved another man : that she never 
could love her husband or forget the 
other man, and that her life was miser- 
able. 
She confessed that for some time 
before she had been engaged to marry 
Houston she had maintained illicit re- 
lations with the other man. 
Houston 
never said a word, but immediately 
went to his office, wrote out his resigna- 
tion as Governor, saddled a horse, and 
rode into the wilderness. 
This is thr 
mystery of Houston's life as revealed 
by himself. 


Houston kept a little store amoup 
the Indians, and alwavs had a barrel ol 
whisky on tap. 
He drank all the time 
In this way he lived for a cou])le o' 
years. He finally went to Texas, where 
his brilliant career as a 8<ndier in the 
Texas war, as President of the Texas 
Republic, and Senator from the State 
of Texas is well known.—St. Louu 
letter.

The cause of Houston's resignation of 
the Governorship; his desertion o! his 
bride, and his abandonment of the path 
of emulation has always been a mys- 
tery.

sent to Tahloquah, L T., to write up 
thn Indian troubles, obtained from un- 
doubted authority '»cta that dear up 
this mystery.
